“Arined Liberty,” the splendid statue 
that crowns the Come of the capitol, 
is by far the most symbolic of all the 
statues in Washington. Beautiful and 
reposeful, yet with an air of vigilance, 
it is perhaps the least appreciated of 
the city’s statues, possibly because of 
its being placed at such an altitude 
that it cannot easily be studied. The 
original plans Of the capitol called for 
a statue to surmount the dome, but no 


title was: then given it, and compara- . 


tively few people know the real name 

of the statue. 

Seeking this information, a Post re- 
porter interrogated a number of per- 
sons whose daily occupations keey> 
them almost constantly beneath the 
shadow of the great statue. To the 
question “What is the name of the 

|} statue above the dome of this build- 
ing?” came these widely different opin- 
ions: 

“The name of that statue? Why, it’s 
the Goddess of Freedom.” 

“Yes; 1 can tell you the name. It is 
the Godders of Liberty.” 

Several declared it to be the statue 
of Independence. Others said, “It isan 
Indian woman.” 

“It is the God of Justice and Free- 
dom.” declared a portiy man in a tone 
that defied questioning. 

“It represents ap American woman, 
but I am not sure of her name.” 

“Well, now, I never inquired what 
lady that statue commemorates,” re- 
marked a politician from a not very 
distant state, “but it is a fine work of 
art.” 

“It, is a statue of the god of war, 
Mars" : 

“Cap you tell me something about 
that statue above the dome?” was 
asked a man whose knowledge is well 
known. 

“Why. certainly. It is a woman of 
colonial days. Can't you see the trim- 
ming “round the mantie and the cur!+ 
about the face? And the features are 
delicately molded. You see,’ 1 have 
studied: the mudel at the museum. It 
surely is. a woman, I think you cau 
safely say it is an American woman.” 

One who always tries his best to 
help others said: “Now, all statues, as 
you know, beur the names of the pev- 
ple they represent, and ff you will just 
step over to the library of congress | 
think you can easily tind some book 
op statues that will teil you all you 
waut to know. It is a woman, I ai» 
| Sure, so look for the female statues.” 

A younger member of the bouse re- 
plied to the question about the statue 
most suavely avd confidingly, “It is 
the god of progress; you know his 
bume.” Several of the colored men iim 
the various parts of the building were: 
pearly all quite sure it was the God- 
dess of Freedom. One of thew knew 
the year, 1803, whep it was placed 
above the dome, and he atftirmed, “it 
is the Goddess of American Liberty 
Before the War.” 

“You want to know the name of thar 
statue? Well, Just wait a minute, and 
1 will get it for you first band.” And 
& most accommodating guide passed 
into the senate chamber, Directly he 
returned, 

“That is a statue of Pocahontas.” 
Every one had a different name for 
the statue, not one giving the real 
Dame, “Armed Liberty.” 

The statue was modeled by Thomas: 
| Crawford, father of the novelist, the: 
late F. Marion Crawford. It was cast 
at a Maryland foundry. Jefferson Da- 
vis was secretary of war when the 
model was first presented in the war 
Gepartment. I'he statue then wore a 
Mberty cap and carried a bundle of 
rods. Davis objected to the liberty’ 
cap as being emblematic of the 
emancipated slaves, while Americans 
were freeborn. He also thought the 
bundle of rods, suggesting the fune- 
tions of the Roman lictor, had lost its 
symbolic character. Because of these 
criticisms of Secretary Davis the mod- 
el was changed; and “Armed Liberty” 
was evolved. 

‘The statue fs nine feet six inches tal? 
and weighs 14,985 pounds, It was put 
in place on Dec, 2, 1863. The head is 
thrown back aud adorned with eagle's 
beak and plumes, Tbe right hand rests 

on a sword, aud the left holds an olive 
branch and a sbield. The mantle is 
gracefully draped and is held by a 
brooch bearing “U. 8S.” on its face, The 
helmet is encircled with stars. The 
supporting globe bears the legend “kK. 
Pluribus Unum.”

STATISTICS SHOW AN INCREASE 
- IN THEIR NUMBERS” , 
Have Been Dying Off at an Alarming 
Rate for More than a Century, but 
now Conditions are Changing—Be- 
coming More Sanitary in Mode of 
Living—The Industrial Side of In- 
dian Life Reported Satisfactory. 
‘ Ottawa.—The steady decrease in 
numbers which for more than a cen- 
tury has marked the Indian races of 
Canada, «is now «@ thing of the past, 
according to the report of the depart- 
ment of Indian affairs issued recently. 
The paternal guardianship of the In- 
dians by the government is being re- 
warded by a steady improvement in 


their conditions and morals and an|® 


incréase in their numbers. During 
the last fiscal .yeat the births.of In- 
dian children outnumbered the deaths 
by 1,791, and the total Indian popula- 
tion inereases from 110,205 to 111,043. 

The report notes that while infan- 
tile mortality’ and tuberculosis still 
prevail to’.a considerable degree 
among the Indians of the Dominion, 
better education’ and an increase of 
snosinces as to sanitation are having 
a good effect. The wigwan'and tent 
are giving place to comfortable well 
furnished houses, equipped with all 
the conveniences of the present day 
civilization. 

Onthe industrial side of Indian life 
satisfactory progress ie reported. Dur- 
ing the year the Indians of Canada 
tilled 52.899 acres of land from which 
crops valued at $1,477,977 were raised. 
This was an increase of 3,968 acres 
and $198,866 in the value of the crops 
produced. Trapping of game brought 
the Indians in. $616,834. while fishing 
produced apie over half a million 
dollars. It is anounced in the report 
that the department is considering the 
advisability of establishing an im- 
proved school system and a further 
development of. day schools for In- 
dians throughout the country.

First Western Wheat Passes Montreal 
Montreal.—The first cargoes of Ca- 
nadian western wheat reached Mon- 
treal a few days ago, and over 100,000 
bushels are now on the way to the 
sea, having been handled in record 
time. The first lake steamer to arrive | 
with a eargo of this year’s crop was 
the Arcadian from Fort William, 
which brought 60,000 bushels and sev- 
eral other large cargoes followed. 
The rush of wheat to the sea is now 
on in earnest and thousands of bush- 
els will pour into Montreal daily now 
until the close of navigation, To take 
care of the wheat there are now six- 
teen ocean steamers in port, more 
than at any one time this season and 
several large tramps are on the way. 


Stamping It Out, 
Ottawa.—It has been determined by 
Canada and the United States to 
stamp out animal tuberculosis the loss | 
from which is estimated at two hun- 
dred million dollars annually. At the 
annual meeting of the American Veter- 
inary association an __ international)

WONDERFUL GROWTH OF WEST 


Thirty Years Ago the West Was With- 
out a Railroad From Red River 
to Pacific Coast 


Toronto,—‘Thirty years ago today,” 
remarked D. D. nn, vice-president 
of the C. N. R., to a reporter, “I ar- 
rived in Winnipeg on a  fiat-boat. 
There was at that time not a mile of 
railroad in Canada from the Red river 
to the Pacific ocean, and the people 
of the western plains were importing 
their flour from the United States, The 
entire population of Canada westward 
from Winnipeg to the Pacific was not 
more than 100,000. Today,” he con- 
tinued brag Mie are one and 
a quarter millions of ple in that 
territory, and one million bushels of 
wheat are being handled on railroads 
whose total mileage is nearly 10,000 
miles. It seems wonderful that such 
reat progress should have been made 
in the short space of thirty years. 
Canada has without doubt grown fast- 
er than did the western states of the 
great American union during a like 


period. 

“At that time, 1879,” pursued the 
railway magnate, ‘I was working on a 
onstruction contract for the Canadian 
acific railway, which was being built 
by government aid out into the far 
west. I started my railroad career by 
taking contracts to build stretches of 
the line. In 1879 passengers to Winni- 
peg journeyed ‘| boat from St. Vin- 
cent. The C.P.R. had been surveyed 
from Emerson to St. Boniface, across 
the river from what is now the thriv- 
ing metropolis of the Canadian middle 
west. Then, in 1896, or thirteen years 
ago, William Mackenzie and myself 
secured a short strip of line west of 
Winnipeg, and today we have 3,000 
miles of steam road in the western 
provinces alone. The other day our 
cars handled 412,000 bushels of wheat.’’

Our, last lesson in the Acts left Paul 


and bis companions at Jerusalem, 
whither they bad just returned from 
Puul's third missionary journey, and 
there we resume the story and imagine 
ourselves present at the service, when, 
in the presence of James and the eld- 
ers, Paul deciared particularly what 
things God had wrought among the 
gentiles by His miuistry, and with 
them we would glorify the Lord (verses 
19, 20). Right bere cowes iv our. per- 
plexity concerning the advice from the 
church to Paul’ that for peace sake be 
should confort to certain things which 
were not essential, but which were 
made much of by the Jews at Jerusa- 
lem who believed—the thousands of 
Jews who belleved, but yet continued 
sealous of the law, That Paul shquid 
consent to this suggestion seems reme- 
what like doing what he condemned 
Peter for doing in Gal. il, 11-14. There 
is always trouble when we depart 
from the simplicity that is in Christ 
(ll Cor. xi, 3) and seek to keep peace 
with legal Christiaus by confurming to 
their ways instead of standing fast in 
the liberty wherewith Christ bus made 
us free (Gal. v, 1). Well, the plan did 
not work, for the Jews which were of 
Asia suceveded in exciting the city 
against Pani, and he would have been 
killed had oot the chief captain witb 
ceuturions ‘and soldiers rescued him 
from the mob who were beating bim 
to death.

Then see bow the Lord 
overruled it all to give us His most 
helpful epistles from prison, in some 
of which we cap almost hear the 
clanking of his chains, as some one 
has said. See Eph. tv, 1; Col. fv, 18. 

But, to return to our story and to 
pursue ft, Paul must have been strong.

To Stop Accident Facirs. 

Arising out of the arrest of three 
foreigners in’ Montreal July 7, for 
“faking” railway accidents, a bureau 
of information and identification is 
soon to be established in Canada, 
whereby tab will be kept on all acci- 
dents, to guard against any capri- 
cious “repeat,” with the idea of 
“holding up” the corporations of this 
country. 

This announcement was made by 
James Forrest, claims agent of the 
Toronto Railway Co., on the occasion 
of a picnic to Buffalo, on which all 
the chief officials of the company par- 
ticipated. 

Such a bureau has been in existence 
in the United States for some time, 
with headquarters in Columbus, Ohio; 
but until the charges were laid against 
the three foreigners in Montreal for 
having adopted the system of purpose- 
ly falling off street cars or trams, as 
a profitable means of making capital 
through damage claims, no such sys- 
tem has been thought necessary. 

Already, Mr. forrest states, the To- 
ronto Street Kailway has the forms 
in shape and cerds printed relating to 
certain recent accidents, including the 
Montreal trio, and Acton . Burrows, 
secretary of the Canadian Street Rail- 
way Auxsociation, will, it is said, as- 
sume the duties of filing and keeping 
track of these and future cases and 
holding these cards for distribution.

A GREAT PROBLEM) 


Sir William Van Horne Talks on Mow 
ing Wheat Crop. 


“No railway company in the world, 
no two railway companies, could pro- 
«vide, at a moment’s notice, for the 
instant transportution of the crop in 
the Northwest,’’ said a high Cana- 
dian Pacifie Railway ofticial, in refer- 
ring to the demand for laborers and 
cars in the Northwest, in connection 


with the harvesting of the crop . 
“We make from ten to fifteen 
freight curs every day of the year, 
and we have many thousands of cars 
more this year than we had in past 
years; We will be able to handle the 
crop without.unnecessary delay. Our 
facilities were never equal to what we 
shall have this fall. At the same 
time, to provide sufficient freight ears 
to bring out the entire erop at a mo- 
ment’s notice, as it were, would mean 
thousands upon thousands of idle 


cars almost the year round, and an 
immense outlay, from which there 
would be no return, 

“It would be better to have less épe- 
culation as to the size of the crop, 
-for-speculation disturbs+elmost every 
interest. Everything points to a large 
crop—possibly larger than that of last 
year, and to a wonderfully large de- 
mand for labor. The taking to mixed 
farming, in certain districts, is a dis- 
tinct advantage. This -practice- was 
urged, many years ago, by Sir Wil- 
iiem Van Horne, 

“Moreover, we can see that while 
the West must depend on the East 
from the industrial point of view, in 
the new towns local induptries are 
‘springing up on every hafid, which 
mekes for a certain self-containment. 

It is not merely natural products 
which the West have to send out, by 
and by. It will have its own manu- 
factured products. @ 

“The American farmer is accustom- 
ed to the idea of industrial activity 
close to his fields—a factory, a mill, 
the product of which will supply the 
needs o1 a district, and the American 
farmer, coming to our Northwest, will, 
either himself or through his sons, be- 
gin to set up local industries, accord- 
ing to loca] needs, 

“Everything is aoing well. Business 
is good, money is easy, and all we 
need igs prudent action.”

besieging the ‘city of Chaluz, in France: 
Richard 11, was wurdered in Pontefract 
castle, Edward Il. was murdered in 
Berkeley castle and Edward V, in the 
Tower of London, Richard Il, was 
killed on the battlefield of Bosworth, 
and Charles 1, bad his head cut off in 
London, 

Elizabeth's death was bustened by 
remorse that she bad ordered the ex- 
ecution of Essex, and her sister Mary 
sickened and died soon after the loss 
of Caints, declaring that the name of 
that city would be found after death 
written on ber heart. The death of 
Edward III.’s son, the Black Prince, 
caused the aged monarch to die of 
grief. So, after the loss of bis son 
in the White Ship, Henry 1, was never 
seen to smile again and lived.only a 
short time, Henry V1. and George I11. 
were insane during the latter fears 
of their reigns and finally died from 
what in these days would be called 
paresis, Cbarles I1., Henry VIII, Ed- 
ward IV, and George 1V. bastened their 
deaths by the lives they lived. Only 
two monarchs died of that great na- 
tional scourge, consumption. They 
were Edward VI. and Henry VIL 
Queen Anne's death was due as much 
as anything. else to overfeeding. Only

His Father, Joseph Birney, Paid Eight 
Hundred Pounds 
Troops in War of the Rebellion, 
and Son is Now Asking Govern- 
ment to Make It Good—His Father 
Was Beside Brock at Queenston 
Heights. 


Repayment of £800 which — his 
father, Joseph Birney, paid his militia 
‘company for their services in 1837, is 
asked by John Land Birney, of To- 
ronto, 

His father, Capt. Birney, of the 3rd 
was never repaid the 
money. ‘The funds advanced by. the 
Government were embezzled, and 
sooner than see his men go unpaid 
Capt. Birney advanced the funds him- 
self. His son has petitioned the At- 
torney-General for a tint to sue in the 
courts for the amount. 

At the request of Col. Robert. Land, 
the deficiency was made up by Capt. 
Birney. 

Capt. Birney, according to his son’s 
petition, was beside General Brock 
when that gallant ofticer fell mortally 
wounded, Capt. Birney was born in 


| Orange, New Jersey, in 1777; and as a 


loyalist tame to Upper Canada with 
his mother in 1801. In 1812 he was an 
ensign in Capt. Hutt’s company, 
which accompanied General Brock to 
Detroit. Later he became a lieuten- 
ant in Capt. Duran’s company. in the 
5th Lincoln Regiment and took part in 
the battles of Queenston Heights and 
Lundy’s Lane. 4 ; 

He buiit a bridge for the troops to 
cross the water gap at Burlington and 
assisted in the construction of defence 
works at Burlington Heights for use 
in case of retreat during the battle 
of Stoney Creek. 

“At the battle of Queenston Heights 
my father engineered thé work for 
some of the batteries at that place,” 
says Mr. Birney, in his petition. 
“These were tested by General Brock 
himself, and found to be correct in 
every particular. 

‘During the earlier part of the 
battle of Queenston Heights General 
Brock found that the Canagians, in 
firing at the Americans who were 
coming across the river, were throw- 
ing the ammunition away, as the bul- 
lets were falling short, so he ordered 
them to cease firing. General Williams 
misunde-stood this order, and took it 
that he was to retire, and started to 
retire from Queenston Heights to 
<iagata,--tiy -fucner, wito was with 
General Brock at the time, called the 
general’s attention to the retirement 
General Brock imme- 
diately ordered my father to take a 
message to General Williams to take 
the troops back. 

“When the troops yot back they 
found the Americans in such large 
force in the camp of the Canadians 
that the Canadians were compelled to 
retire. In retiring, General Brock was 
on horseback, and had just turned to 
féllow the troops when my father, who 
was near him, noticed him sway and 
heard him groan. My father imme- 
diately rushed to his assistance and 
lifted him from his horse to the 
ground, The general, while lying on 
the ground. gave the order to the 
troops to come around by St. David 
and come over from the top again.” | 

Capt. Birney did not wish é take a 
hand in the pares, gi of 1837, as he 
was then about sixty years old. But 
he acceded to the persuasions of Sir 
Allan MeNab and Lieutenant-Colonel 
Land, end accepted a captaincy in the 
Third Militia, which he held till 1841. 
For his services in 1812 and later he 
was granted 500 acres of lond in 1824. 

Col. Land was one of the sureties 
for the defaulting paymaster, and was 
sued for the sum embezzled. Other 
officers put in their claims, and were 
recouped for their loss out of the 
recovered from Col. Land in 
the suit brought against him as the 


| defaulting paymaster’s surety. 


Mr. Birney remembers yell driving 
his father repeatedly to Col. Land’s 
house, ahi hearing his father urge 
nig claim to the £800 George K. 
Chisholm. M.P., was also requested to 
take up the matter. 

Because of his loss, Capt. Birney 
had to mortgage his homestead of 200 
acres in Nelson Township, and lost the 
200 atres granted him for his services 
in 1812, and 200 acres granted him for 
his surveying services. 

Militia regulations stipulated that 
the Birney claim could not be pre- 
sented by any one but Colonel Land, 
the head of the regiment, but ds surety 
for the absconding paymaster he could 
not present it without making himself 
personally liable. Thus it was the 
claim has got no farther than it has. 

John Land gy A is the sole sur- 
viving heir of the late Capt. Birney, 
and he presents original documents 
and letters, both in his own possession 
and in the archives in support of his 
claim. They include the pay lists, and 
returns for provisions as well as 
other particulars of Capt. Birney’s 
company.
